have eyes to see. The slimy 
paddy-field, the dingy mud- 
walled hut — the two things 
that set the Allied soldier's 
teeth on edge and his back 
muscles crawling with distaste 

— are deserted. In Asia, this 

void means starvation and 

suffering 
September and.October are 
the harvest months in South 

Korea. In times of peace, the 

peasants would drain the 

murky water from the soft- 
bottomed fields, cut the proud 
stalks near their roots and 
stack them in the sun to dry. 
But this yeer ‘the fields are 
regiected, by compulsion fra- 
ther than choice. The for- 
tunes of war made the 
decision. In some arcas the 
peasants were forced to eva- 
cuate before they could sluice 
water into the fields to save 
the grain from the baking 
in others they fled be- 
fore it was time to drain the 
water and let the grain ripen 


Rice Is Life 

The paddy-field is a thing 
of love to the peasant and of 
horror to the Allied soldier 
I have seen soldiers risk 
their iives walking up a 
sniper-infested highway rather 
than dive into the festering 
mess that is a Korean paddy- 
field. The odour is nauseating, 
derived from liberal applica- 
tons of artificial and human 
fertilizer. The greenish-brown 
water seems to encompass all 
the evil of this war. filled as 
it is with things that crawl, 
and the flies and the mos- 
quitoes. And when the rice 
is green and high, waving in 
the hot breezes. the things 
that crawl are men, with 
rifies. and machine-guns and 
grenades, and that increases 
the fear 


To the Korean peasant, the 
paddy-field is life. Two-thirds 
of Korea’s 28 million people 
earn their living by agricul 
ture. Only 21 per cent of the 
Peninsula is cultivated, and 
three-quarters of this de- 
voted to production of cereals, 
mainiy rice. 

In even more concrete 
terms 80 per cent of the 
caloric intake of the Korean 
ie cereal He eats practically 
no meat and very few veget- 
ables or fruit. There are three 
million farms in Korea, aver- 
aging slightly miore than three 
acres each, and all under i> 
tense cultivation Take the 
paddy-field frofm the Korean 
and he has nothing. And ie- 
move the paddy-fields of 
South Korea from production

Ghost Villages 

It is in the villages, how- 
ever, that the real tragedy of 
war is found. Behind our 
lines are the “ghost villages,” 
the deserted hamlets from 
which thousands of civilians 
have been ex- 
pelled. These villages cluster 
slong the highways, three or 
four miles apart, the tiny, 
brown, dingy huts with their 
thatched roofs reminding one 
of a dead civilization. 

The sliding doors, built in 
the Japanese style, stand ajar, 
almost as if the houses had 
been looted instead of hastily 
evacuated. In every tiny com- 
pound there is a pile of junk, 
wheels, scrap metal, rusty 
utensils. Occasionally one sees 
a cow nuzzling through the 
narrow spaces between the 
huts, a sure sign that the 
owner was evacuated before 
he could collect all his pos- 
sessions, for no Korean would 
willingly leave his cow 

The whole countryside seems 
void of life. except for the 
GI's and their vehicles. There 
are no children playing in 
the streets, no thin wisps of 
smoke above charcna! braziers, 
no farmers and their wives 
going to market burdened 
with the products of ‘the soil 

The U.N. command had no 
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other choice 


from the battle-areas along 
the Naktong river was done 
in the name of humanity, to 


in the name of humanity, but 
at a terrible price. The care- 
fully hoarded belongings, the 
fruit of a lifetime of ‘toil, 
were lost overnight. The 
crops which meant the dif- 
ference between starvation 
and life were left unharvested. 
The South Korean govern- 
ment confiscated the few bags 
of rice each family had seved 
for an emergency. 

Soon the peasants will be 
returning, to ruined houses, 
lost cattle and dead crops. 
Those returning to their 
homes on the other side of 
the line will find complete 
end utter devastation 
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under it the ordinary citizen 
will get a fair chance to live 
I hope that this injustice to 
the Moshav population wil! 
be dome away with in the 
shortest possible Ume.
